Charcoal for Swine 


To prevent worms, keep the 


following charcoal mixture be- 
fore the pigs all the time: 
Charcoal, 1 bushel. 
Hardwood ashes, 1 bushel. 
Salt, 8 pounds. 
Air-slaked lime, 8 pounds. 
Sulphur, 4 pounds. 
Pulverized copperas, 2 pounds. 
First mix the lime, salt, and 


sulphur thoroughly, and then mix 
in the charcoal and ashes. Dis- 
solve the copperas in two quarts 
of hot water and sprinkle it over 
the whole mass, mixing thorough- 
ly. Store this in a barrel under 
shelter, and keep some of it in 
an open shallow box where the 
hogs can get it as they wish.— 
Bureau Animal Industry, United 
States Department Agriculture.

Sonic ionns oi black sharks living 


in Uie deepest portions of the seas are 
studded with thousands of tiny cells 
ironi which liglil is given out con- 
stantly. 
So numerous are these light- 


giving cells Hi.it the entire under 
surface oi the fish seems to be bnght- 
Ij 
illuminated. 
Generation of 
the 


light occurs m interior cells. 
The 


light rays are prevented from pene- 
trating the body tissues by black pig- 
ment cells behind reflectors. 
These 


sharks are found in depths of from 
500 to ],r.OO fathoms. 


Ten small light sources scattered 


over its tiny body turn the deep-sea 
shrimp into a swimming lighting plant. 
The intensity of the light from these 
sea animals is due to a

plete lens system that covers each 
light cell and through which the light 
rays are senl after bein^ reflected by 
inner refloelors 
Those mirrors pro- 


te<-f the body tissues from light.

flash, but burns for several seconds 
with a steady glow.

Storage Houses Are Full and Farmers 


Have Increased Flocks to 


Unusual Extent. 


(Prepared by the Umlted. States Department 
'of Agriculture.) 


This fall and winter eggs and poul- 


try will be plentiful and prices should 
be low enougi to make them econom- 
ical. Just now storage houses are full 
of eggs and farmers have increased 
their flocks of poultry to an unusual 
extent. On August 1 there were 4,812,- 


' 248 cases of eggs in storage, which is 


about 35 per cent more than the aver- 
age at this season for the last three 
years. 


Eggs start moving out of storage in 


summer and the greatest sales of such 
eggs come in fall and early winter. As 
a rule, the bulk of storage eggs are 
sold before the first of January, the 
activity of the market after that date 
depending on whether the weather is 
severe or mild enough to stimulate egg 
production. 
An open winter practi- 


cally eliminates the storage eggs early 
in the season. But this year, regard- 
less of the state of the weather, eggs 
should be available at very reasonable 
prices from the start.

One of the most common remedies 


for scaly leg of fowls is to mix to- 
gether kerosene and lard and thor- 
oughly brush or rub this into the 
scales covering the foot and shank. It 
is rather harsh treatment, but will 
cure the trouble if repeated at inter- 
vals of a week. 
Some cases will be 


cured with two applications, 
while 


others may need several. 


Probably the best remedy is oil of 


caraway. Mix one part of oil of cara- 
way with five parts of vaseline. This 
material is very penetrating, but not 
nearly as irritating as kerosene. Rub 
the ointment in the leg and repeat 
every few days until signs of the dis- 
ease disappear.

This condition means that both par- 


ties (lo not know as yet just what to 
make of the result of recent elections. 
They do not know whether signs of 
the times are signs of 
something 


which is to be permanent or signs of 
only an 
ephemeral 
condition. 
The 


Democrats have conservatives in con- 
gress just as the Republicans have 
them. Some of the leading Democrats, 
men who have a hand in the directing 
of the destinies of the party in cam- 
paign years, seemingly are not alto- 
gether certain yet whether or not ': 
will be a wise political plan to pro- 
nounce a blessing on the heads of 
those members of their party who are 
helping to lead the bloc movement in 
congress and out of it. 


Why the Democrats Hesitate. 


Judging from written and spoken 


pronouncements on the subject as they 
are seen and heard in Washington it 
\\ould appear that some of the Demo- 
crats think the recent election was a

It is 
believed, however, that many Demo- 
crats would vote for the Norris bill if 
it came to a vote, not so much because?

Reai- 
ly the wonder is there are not morj 
breaches of the rules of polite conduct 
and polite conversation in the senate 
than there are. 


The tiiaes of today are times that 


try senatorial souls and incidentally 
senatorial tempers. The great ones 
from this state, that state and yonder 
state are compelled day by day -o 
keep the curb on their inclinations \» 
break out. They break out now and 
then, but that which looks tragic f.u- 
a while generally eventually takes on 
a comedy aspect with the happy en 1- 
ing which is characteristic of com- 
edies.

P.anl. " i j ) ' , that'- what's happened to 


GROUND GRAIN IS ESSENTIAL 


Less Work Is Required of the Gizzard 


and More Food Can Be' Used 


for Flesh and 'Eggs. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture'.) 


A rnash composed of"ground grains 


or their by-products a~nd 'some form of 
animal protein is an essential part of 
a ration for both growing chickens anil 
laying hens 
The reason is that birds 


reeding Gram to the Farm Flock. 


.Hitting on growth or producing eggs 
cannot assimilate onounh nutriment 
from whole or cracked grains to sup- 
ply the maximum need. 
When the 


grain is ground, little work is required 
of the gizzard, and much more oC the 
feed can be used in making flesh or 
eggs. 


The scratch grain part of the ration, 


however, is needed to give the gizzard 
Something to do in order to keep the 
birds in health. For laying hens the 
scratch grain thrown in the litter pro- 
vides an incentive to needed exercise. 


It was once thought tb.it the ruasb. 


should be fed wet to produce the best 
results, but experiments have proved 
that in spite of the slightly better pal- 
atability of the wet feed, the conven- 
ience of feeding it dry overbalances 
any slight gain in production. Feeding 
it dry is now the usual method. Dt- 
gestibility is not increased by wetting. 


The principal objection to the wet 


mash is that it requires too much 
labor. It must be moistened, then car- 
ried to the hens once a day, and the 
troughs must be cleaned after each 
feeding. 
Cleanliness is absolutely es- 


sential, because indigestion and diar- 
rhea will result from feeding .in dirty 
troughs. 
On the other hand, the dry 


mash hopper may be filled once a week 
or even less frequently, and needs no 
further attention. liens do not over- 
eat of dry mash as they sometimes do 
of wet feed.
